WITHDRAWAL OF TROOPS FROM UTAH 

We extract the following from the orders 
of Secretary Floyd, in relation to the troops 
їп Utah: 

“The military force of the Department of 
Utah will be reduced to three companies of 
the 2d Dragoons, three companies of 4th Artil- 
lery (including the Battery) now there, and 
four companies of the 10th Infantry. Col. P. 
St. George Cook, 2d Dragoons, is assigned to 
the command. Lieutenant-Colonel Smith, 10th 
Infantry, will remain with that portion of 
his regiment. The remainder of the force 
now in Utah will be withdrawn as early as 
possible in the spring. 

“Three of the six companies of the 10th 
Infantry to be withdrawn, will take post at 
Fort Laramie—the other three companies of 
the 10th Infantry and the two companies of 
the 2d Dragoons will occupy Ft. Garland, New 
Mexico. The 5th regiment of Infantry will 
relieve 3d Infantry in New Mexico. The 7th 
Infantry will also take post in that Depart- 
ment—four companies at the Gila Cooper 
Mines, and six companies near the mines in 
Arizona. 

“The troops moving from Utah to New Mex- 
ico will proceed by two general routes—the 
Dragoons and 7th Infantry via Timpanagos, 
Bridger’s Pass, Sangre de Christi Pass and 
Fort Garland. Their supplies will be replen- 
ished at Cheyenne Pass, by a train from Fort 
Laramie. The 5th and three companies of the 
10th Infantry will move up the Spanish Fork, 
thence across to the head of White river and 
down that stream, or as direct as possible 
to Green river. At Green river a strong 
party, for the purpose of exploration, wil! be 
detached, and proceed with packs in the gen- 
eral direction of the Spanish Trail, via Dolores 
river, as directly as possible to Santa Fe. The 
remainder of the column will continue on the 
route followed by Col, Loring to the valley 
of the Rio Grande, shortening and improving 
the road wherever it is practicable. The De- 
partment Commander will direct the details 
of these movements as circumstances may re- 
quire.” 

Richard F. Burton, in 1860, mentions ‘Val-

AND STILL THEY GO 

Emigrants have been constantly passing 
through this city, for two or three months, 
on their way to Cache valley, and more es- 
pecially since the wintry season ended. How 
many have gone there this spring is not known, 
at least no definite report of the number has 
yet been made, but judging from the hun- 
dreds of wagons and teams that have been 
moving in that direction, some of the cities, 
settlements, towns and villages in Utah coun- 
ty and perhaps some settlements in the south- 
ern part of Great Salt Lake county must have 
materially decreased in population, in conse- 
quence of the great rush northward by those 
in search of new homes and better locations. 

Only a few days since, a company number- 
ing some twenty wagons, with flocks and herds 
sufficient to make an imposing show, passed 
our office going into the north country. On 
stepping into the street an old acquaintance 
was recognized in the company as it was pass- 
ing, from whom, on inquiring, we ascertained 
that they were from Payson, one of the most 


-thriving towns in Utah county, and that their 


destination was “Cache”, which place though 
within the Territory is a long way from that 
portion of it where most of the wheat and 
other grain was raised last summer.....

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A suspicion that it is kept here to answer 
private pecuniary ends is widely entertained. 
It is known that vast sums have been made 
out of its transportation by favored contrac- 
tors. Take a single instance already quite 
notorious: twenty-two cents per pound is paid 
for the transportation of all provisions, muni- 
tions, ete, from Leavenworth to this point. 
The great contractors were allowed this for 
transporting this year’s supply of Йош. By 
a little dexterous management at Washington, 
they were next allowed to furnish the flour 
here—Utah flour—-being paid their twenty- 
two cents per pound for transportation, in 
addition to the prime cost on the Missouri. As 
Utah has a better soil for growing wheat than 
almost else, they had no difliculty in sub- 
letting this contract at seven cents per 
pound net, making a clear profit of one hun- 
dred and seventy thousand dollars on the con- 
tract, without risking a dollar, or lifting a 
finger.

General here is now selling by auction’ some 
two thousand mules—about two-thirds of all 
the government owns in this territory. These 
mules cost one hundred and seventy-five dol- 
Jars each, and are worth to-day one hundred 
and twenty-five to one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars. I attended the sale for an hour or so 
this forenoon; the range of prices was from

Somebody's 
interest is subserved by this sale; but it is 
certainly not that of the army nor of the 


people. The order is to sell seven hundred 
wagons as well; but these would not bring. 
thirty dollars each, while they cost al least 
one hundred and thirty, and could not be re- 
placed when wanted even for that, while the 
army cannot move withoul them, and keeping 
them costs absolutely nothing. Who issues 
such orders as this, and for whose benefit? 


But it will be said that forage is dear in 
Utah. It would suflice to answer that idle 
mules obtain, save in winter, only grass grow- 
ing on the public lands, which may as well be 
calen in part by government mules as all | 
those of the Mormon squatters. But let us 
see how it costs so much. There have recently 
been received here thirty thousand bushels of 
corn from the states at a net cost, including 
transportation, of three hundred and forty 
thousand dollars, or over eleven dollars per 
bushel. “No requisition was ever made for 
this corn, which could have been bought here, 
delivered, for two dollays per bushel, or sixty 
thousand dollars in all. The dead Joss to the 
treasury on this corn is two hundred and 
eighty thousand dollars, even supposing that 
the service required it at all. Somebody makes 
a good thing of wagoning 
Missouri at over ten dollars a bushel. Who 
believes that said somebody has not influential 
and thrifty connections inside of the War
